The in- 
creased flow went over the banks of 
the river and inundated many 
stretches of farming land in the At- 
lanta vicinity, though no appreciable 
damage was recorded or expected. 

The week-end’s rainfall, officially 
recorded at 3.40 inches, was the 
heaviest since October 15 and 16, 
1932, when the. official guage meas- 
ured 4.51 inches. 

Though the Chattahoochee is high- 
er in her banks than for many months, 
there is no danger of flood from that 
source, it was reported, as the rivers 
flood level is at 33.6 feet. 

Storm sewers were flooded and 
streets under water in many of the 
low-lying sections of the city Satur- 
day. Approximately 200 telephones 
in various sections of the city were 
reported out of order Saturday morn- 
ing, but workmen speedily put them 
back at work. Hundreds of automo- 
biles, which had been parked in streets 
or driveways, were drowned out and 
stalled. Street car service was ham- 
pered and many downtown 
jams resulted from the storm.

Columbus School Board Head 
Urges Sales Tax Legislation 


Enactment of sales tax legislation 
is Georgia’s remedy for poverty in 
her schools, declared T. Hicks Fort, 
‘president of the Columbus (Ga.) board 
of education, in the address delivered 
before the fifth district division, Geor- 
gia Congress of Parents and Teachers, 
at Joe Brown Junior High schoo! last 
Wednesday. The meeting was the first 
of three district-wide gatherings to 
be held before schools close next sum- 


mer. 

Mr. Fort described education in 
Georgia as “poverty stricken.” He 
pointed out that in comparison with 
education Georgians spend a _ great 
deal more on other things. “For ev- 
ery dollar spent to train our children 
$1.85 is spent for tobacco, $1.25 for 
millinery, and 87 cents for cosmetics,” 
he claimed. 

Speaking of the value of education 
he stated that one per cent of the 
people of the United States are college 
trained and that one per cent has 
produced 59 per cent df the nation’s 
leadership. Each year of college edu- 
cation 
said. He deplored lack of equal op- 
portunity and pleaded for the sup- 
port of legislation which would endow 
the educational privileges. 

The speaker asserted that Georgia 
possesses an excellent school code, that 
education has lagged behind legisla- 
tion, and for lack of financial sup- 
port the educational system has been 
unable to take full advantage of the 
splendid laws in effect. He urged 
that those interested in the educa- 
tional progress of the state give their 
aid to the sales tax movement. 

The session was called to order by 
Mrs. Charles G. Trowbridge, presi- 
dent. She introduced Mrs. Byron Ma- 
thews, program chairman, who intro- 
duced the speaker. Mrs. Mathews pre-

sented Mrs. R. D. Longino, president 
of Atlanta council, hostess of the 
meeting and Mrs. Longino introduced 
Mrs. George I. Simons, president of 
Joe Brown P.-T. A., who welcomed 
the delegates.

GEORGIA LAW SCHOOL 
HAS BIG ENROLLMENT 


ATHENS, Ga., Oct. 6.—Harmon 
W. Caldwell, dean of the Lumpkin 
Law school at the University of 
Georgia, announces that the law reg- 
istration this year had increased by 
65 per cent pver that of this time 
last year. The registration for the 
first quarter last year was 69, as 
compared to 106 registered so far 
this year. The freshman and sen- 
ior classes have increased 100 per 
cent. 

Henry Arthur Shinn, former pro- 
fessor of law at Mercer, has been 
added to the staff of the school this 
vear. He received his A. B. at the 
University of Kansas and his J. D. 
at Leland Stanford University, and 
is a member of the California and 
American Bar Associations. 

In order that the students may 
be afforded the opportunity of re-

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When European 
War Was Averted 


Rumanian Scandal Reveals Huge 
Bribes Paid by Foreign 
Armament Trust.

GENEVA, Oct. 6.—A scandal that 
some months ago occupied the at- 


tention of the European press and es- 
ecially that of the 

alkan countries 

revealed much of 

the behind-stage in- 

trigue and machi- 

nations of the ar- 


mament trusts and 
munition consor- 
tiums whose inter- 
est it is, obviously, 
to keep interna- 
tional tension at 
the straining point 
and Europe on the 
verge of war. Ru- 
mania was the 
scene of this im- 
mense scandal, and 
the recent revela- 
tions before the senate investigating 
committee in Washington makes a re- 
view of this scandal timely. 

Rumania sought to smooth things 
over by maintaining that the scandal 
really did not involve much more 
than a small clique of grafters, but 
Geneva was convinced that overwhelm- 
ing evidence had been made public as 
to the manner in which the arma- 
ment trusts not only use the most 
unscrupulous expedients to reach 
their goal, but also how completely 
they disregard, and actually counter- 
act, all sincere efforts toward peace. 

The great Czechoslovakian arma- 
ment trust of Skoda, intimately inter- 
locked with that of Schneider in 
France in so far as directorates are 
concerned, obtained orders for war 
material from Rumania in 1930 to 
the immense and amazing total of ten 
billion lei, Among the orders was one 
for several thousand cannon of a 
new, special type. I call this amazing 
because early in that year I was in 
Rumania and especially in the prov- 
ince of Bessarabia, which Rumania 
annexed from Russia, and saw there 
the utter demoralization of the peas- 
antry as the result of famine and 
maladministration. 
was assured in official quarters that 
there was no remedy for this appall- 
ing situation because there were no 
funds. Yet as now appears ten bil- 
lion lei were available for war pur- 
poses. 

This huge order for armaments and 
munitions was passed without the 
knowledge of parliament and the com- 
petent services such as military com- 
missions of experts who were not even 
consulted. The minister of war han- 
dled the whole thing on his own hook, 
but in order to keep a free hand, he 
liberally distributed hush money— 
Skoda’s money—to right and left. 


Nothing leaked out until the end of 
March this year, when the hard- 
pressed internal revenue department 
of Rumania proceeded to investigate 
the accounts of the Skoda agency in 
Bucharest. The Skoda agent was the 
man who had landed that huge order. 

Startling things came to light when 
his books were opened by the officials 
of the finance department. After 
verification of these discoveries, the 
finance department has made public 
that the Skoda agent not only falsi- 
fied the firm’s income tax return to 
the tune of several hundred millions, 
but that he distributed among the 
most prominent civil and _ military 
personages of Rumania gratuities for 
helping him in securing the munition 
order. It is now figured that fifty 
million lei of graft were paid out 
by him. Several generals and min- 
isters are among the beneficiaries. 


In return for big sums of money 
the most secret documents from the 
state archives had been handed over 
to the Skoda agent by these patriotic 
gentlemen. The Skoda agent, it should 
be added, was not a Rumanian, not 
even a Czech, but an Austrian. This 
person had used these documents not 
only for. business purposes but also 
for espionage. Millions of dollars were 
paid out to him, furthermore to poli- 
ticians and ministers to bring about 
a change in Rumania’s foreign policy 
and its military alliances. The agent 


'in question made a complete confes- 


sion, in which he does not spare his 
Rumanian associates in the least. 

Since Rumania had decided.in 1929 
to start building its own war indus- 
try, it was natural enough that the 
Skoda agent attempted to bring the 
government back from this decision, 
the more since the installation of the 
plants was most likely to pass into 
the hands of Skoda’s rivals, Vickers 
and Creusot. In fact the project of a 
native Rumanian war industry ‘had 
progressed to such a point that great 
quantities of machinery had already 
been shipped from France. Skoda’s 
agent spent other millions to prevent 
the installation of this machinery. It 
is an established fact that hundreds 
of millions of leis’ worth of French 
war machinery was allowed to rust 
and perish in docks and depots. 

The importance from an interna- 
tional point of view of the huge order 
to Skoda is that it now develops that 
Rumania did not require any war 
material at all. Yet in order to make 
the order necessary, the Skoda agents 
generously subsidized the press, the 
army command and the most promi- 
nent parliamentarians to work up a 
soviet scare. Correspondence secured 
from the Skoda offices shows that

NEW YORK, Oct. 6.—By this time, 
the tingling smell of paint inside the 
Rew apartment has lost its identity 
in the city’s traffic fumes.

For this reason the world in which 
children dwell is very far from being 
the ideal world, created out of their 
day dreams of charm and beauty. Too 
often it is a world of very real ter- 
rors. 
The Question of Size. 

A writer in a recent magazine says: 
“The world of poetry, mythology and 
religion,. and the world which science 
reveals, are irreconcilable.” He thinks 
it was easier to believe in a God in 
a small universe than in a large one. 
That when man had to exchange “the 
cozy bowl of the sky, arched in &a 
protective curve above him, for the 
cold immensities of space” he lost God 
in the expansion. Isn’t it true, as & 
matter of experience, that the world 
is just as large to the child-mind, as 
it is to the mature mind? 

Distance and size are always com- 
parative. The untraveled dweller in 
the mountain cove thinks of the settle- 
ment across the range as further and 
more inaccessible, than the modern 
businessman does of his correspond- 
ents across the ocean.

N ntil man could have some 
faith th here was. one intelligence 
pervadisg the seeming conflict about 
him could he ask intelligent questions 
of nature, with any hope of receiving 
intelligent replies. Not until he could 
believe that there was an innate or- 
der in the seeming confusion could he 
hope to discover any universal laws. 
Here is the premise of science—the 
magna charta of the scientist; there 
are universal laws, on whose _  con- 
stancy we may depend. The bigger the 
universe, the more complex, interde- 
pendent and interrelated its forces, 
the more inevitable it is that there 
should be one source and one control. 
Can there be oneness, without One? 


But one of our pessimists thinks 
that all of this, too, may be mere il- 
lusion. He says: “Formerly man had 
helieved the universe to be rational, 
if he could only grasp its rationality. 
But graduaNy he comes to suspect 
that rationality is an attribute of 
himself alone.” How could ration- 
ality of the human, evolve out of an 
irrational process? The evolutionary 
theory is accepted because it satisfies 
the human reason as a rational ac- 
count of the emergence of the human 
species. Jt satisfies the mind because 
it seems to be the story of an orderly 
procedure from cause to effect, as far 
as the story can be told now. 


For man to “suspect that rational- 
ity is an attribute of himself alone” 
is too much like the familiar sfory of 
the man who thought all the rest of 
mankind was crazy except himself. 
Such a suggestion not only brings the 
whole creation under suspicion, but 
casts a doubt upon the rationality of 
the mind itself. It challenges the com- 
petence of the judge before whom the 
ease is to be tried. If reason seems 
to answer reason as the human mind 
questions the universe then to cast 
suspicion upon the answers is also to 
suspect the sanity of the questioner. 


This attitude would discount all the 
scientific work of the past and render 
‘hopeless any progress in the future.

One of the interesting facts in con- 
nection with that celebration is the 
testimony given by President Roose- 
velt to the character-building nature 
of the work of such teachers. He 
—— from the White House as fol- 
ows: 


“I am pleased to learn that a/ 


nationwide tribute will be accorded a. 


large group of our citizens whose 
service to this nation, as well as to 
religion, has been and is one of the 
real forces for good in our national 
life. I suppose that most of us, at 
one time or other, have been helped 
by Sunday school teachers, I am one 
who strongly believes that the Sunday 
school teachers have helped shape the 
American character.” 

A newspaper editor, Robert Raikes, 
publisher of the Gloucester, England, 
Journal, formed the first Sunday 
school in 1780, in an effort to amelio- 
rate the condition of slum children. 
In 1783, he began to propagate the 
idea as a movement. Wesley and 
Whitefield helped him. By 1788, there 
were a quarter of a million Sunday 
school members in the United King- 
dom. 

Today, the world-wide enrollment in 
the Sunday school—for the movement 
has penetrated wherever Christianity 
has gone—is about 37 million mem- 
bers. Twenty million are in the Unit- 
ed States} of whom 2,000,000 are 
teachers. All ages are included in the 
Sunday school; adult classes have been 
a recent prodigious development. So 
has teacher training. 

Recognition Day originated with 
Dr. William T. Ellis, of Swarthmore. 
Pa., long the author of syndicated 
Sunday school lessons for newspapers. 


Praise has long been due to these 


faithful volunteers who give so gen- 
erously of their time. There are prob- 
ably few who really want to teach 
in the Sunday school. It means a 
voluntary sacrifice of week-ends for 
the greater part of the year, and those 
who have gifts for teaching must feel 
a continual sense of failure from see- 
ing so great an opportunity and only 
40 hours a year devote to it. The 
Sunday school was intended at first 
to supplement the religiqus training 
that the child received at home; today, 
in many cases, it. is almost the only 
training in religion that the child is 
given. What are 40 hours a year for 
teaching a way of life? Small wonder 
that a good teacher is often discourag- 
ed when he compares the time given 
to religious education to that allotted 
to subjects of less importance, 


Gardening in the House

With an early fall such as we have 
been enjoying, with the outlook of a 
real Indian summer, both things that 
we seldom have here in Atlanta, our 
thoughts naturally turn from garden- 
ing out-of-doors to gardening in the 
home. It is a very natural thing, this 
gardening love, that we of the south 
are born with, a love that has been 
shared by our mothers, grandmothers 


and great-grandmothers before us. 
Southern gardens have been famous 
throughout this country for several 
generations. Some of these very old 
gardens have been opened to the pub- 
lic within the last few years and thou- 
sands of people flock to them from all 
over the country to enjoy them. 

It was within the last few weeks 
that we heard of another old southern 
garden that is being dressed up a bit 
for public visits. This garden is lo- 
cated in Bartow county, and gossip 
says that it is well worth a visit. In 
spite of the fact that we do not know 
where this garden is located, one of 
these fine days we are going to ven- 
ture forth to Bartow and see if the 
rumors are correct. 

This urge for gardening that we 
have within us and that has come to 
us so naturally, cannot be stopped by 
the coming of a little frost, a little 
ice and the threat of a little snow. 


When winter comes and the leaves

Gardening in the home has taken 
on several most popular vogues at va 
rious times during the past, and each 
vogue has left us new information that 
we can now use to advantage. ‘The 
most recent fad struck us all only 
about three years ago—called Jap- 
anese gardens and bringing to mind 
quaint, attractive Japanese scenes. To 
carry out these scenes it became nec- 
essary to use many artificial fig- 
ures but many little plants were 
found that fitted into the general 
scheme. The most interesting of these 
were the jade plants and cacti. The 
cactus family includes some most fan- 
ciful shapes and colors, and a most 
interesting range of sizes may be found 
in this family. 

Water Gardens in the Home. 

Probably the most interesting fad, 
and it really should be not be called 
a fad, for it is now a rage, and may 
shortly be a style, is water gardens 
in the home. These are an outgrowth 
of the recent introduction of tropical 
fish. The tropical fish that are com- 
monly used in the home are all rather

small, fantastically colored, some of 
them highly pugnacious, oddly shaped 
and have the most interesting breed- 
ing and feeding habits. 

When these fish were first gen- 
eraly intreduced they were enjoyed 
mostly for their ondinell shapes and 
colors and their unusual breeding and 
feeding habits. As time went on they 
were given better homes and large 
aquariums with all kinds of plants 
growing in the water. At the present 
time it is not unusual to see these 
aquariums planted with eight or 10 
different kinds of plants, such as 
vallisneria, sagittaria, sinensis, sagit- 
taria subulata, annacharis, ludwigia, 
caboma, myriophyllum, duck weed, 
parrot’s feather and hair grass. In ad 
dition, there are used clam, snails of 
various types and colors, salamanders 
and other water animals. 

It is necessary that these fish be 
kept in water of a fairly constant 
temperature, about 70 degrees. With 
plenty of oxygenating plants growing 
in the water it is rot necessary for 
the waier to be cranged except under 
very unusual conditions, 

_ Arthough considerable information 
iS necessary befcre a water garden 
may be started in the home, after 
this information is gathered and we 
have never seen a tropical fish fan 
tuat wou:d not spend hours exylain- 
ing it all to you—most of the trou- 
bles are over and we have a combi- 


nation of a garden filled with pleats 
as well as living pets. 


Lilies of the Valley. 


The prepared pips, such as are 
sold by seed stores are necessary for 
growing lily of the valiey in the 
pots. About six pips should be plant- 
ed in a four or five-inch shallow pot. 
The tips of the pips should be just 
above the level of the soil, but first 
cut off half of the roots that are 
on the pips. Any good rich soil will 
do for this purpose, but for best re- 
sults, use prepared bulb fiber. Pre- 
pared bulb fiber generally contains 
peat moss, charceal and bone meal 
in the proper proportions, 

Soak the planted pot thoroughly 
and place in a warm room where the 
sun will reach it as often as possible. 
When they are planted in this man- 
ner they will bloom in about 15 or 
20 days. After you have raised a few 
pots of these beauties you will prob- 
ably be able to bloom them in even 
shorter length of time than that. 

In order to have a continuous sup- 
ply of these for the house during the 
winter, plant several pots and bury

Pot Culture for Hyacinths. 

One of the most interesting of all 
house plants is hsacinth, pot grown. 
A great many times there is consid- 
erable disuppointment in the growth 
of Kkyacinths in the house, because of 
their failure to bloom. In almost 
every instance this is due to the fact 
that in the earty stages of growth 
they are kept entirely too warm. It is 
not best to plant hyacinths in a pot 
and leave them in the house, just 
as they come from yur seed store. 
There 18 a much better plan than 
thet will give hetter results. 

To grow hyacinths successfully you 
should have a good rich, light soil 
thoroughly mixed, with a fair amount 
of sheep manure and about one part

Firm the soil about the bulbs 
and sink the entire pot about six 
inches under the ground out-of-doors. 
The earlier this potting up process is 
done, the better the blooms that will 
follow. 

After we have had several killing 
frosts and some cold weather, usually 
about the first of December, these 
pots may be dug up and brought in 
the house. For best results, pots 
should be kept in a fairly dark room 
until growth has reached some three 
or four inches.- At that time pots 
may be moved in a bright sunshiny 
room. Care should be taken that 
these pots are not placed too close to 
steam radiators, nor in an overheated 
room, as this continued heat will dry 
out the soil entirely too fast. 

It is a good plan to confine your- 
self to one variety to each pot, as the 
different. varieties bloom at slightly 
different times.

HEAV-INGREASE 
IN CIRCULATION 


$134,000,000 More in 
Hands of People Than 
Two Months Ago. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—()—An 
increase of $134,000,000 in “money in 
circulation was revealed tonight by 
treasury and federal reserve figures 
for the two months since the adminis- 
tration announced its new silver 
policy. 

The figure attracted interest be- 
cause of a continuing argument over 
the amount of inflation involved in 
the administration’s nationalization 
and purchases of silver. 


Included in the total—a net figure, 


representing money actually in the 
commercial banks—was a jump of 
$77,351,000 in outstanding federal re- 
serve notes and federal reserve bank 
notes. 

The difference, or $56,649,000, rep- 
resented the probable total of new sil- 
ver certificates to reach the public. 
Altogether $80,393,000 of these certifi- 
cates have left the treasury. Of the 


this year,’ 


latter figure, the unaccounted-for $23,- 
744,000 presumably had gone no 
farther than the federal reserve banks. 

The reserve system is the treasury’s 
distributing agency fer the new cur- 
rency. It receives the bills and passes 
them along to commercial banks and 
the public as business conditions per- 
mit. 

How the reserve notes got ahead 
of the silver certificates in the last 
two months none would gay definitely. 

Two theories were advanced—one 
that a quick demand for currency had 
arisen for which the flow of silver cer- 
tificates was inadequate; the other 
that the new bills were being held 
back for a special treatment that al 
new notes are supposed to receive.

While the treasury is issuing the 
new silver currency, it is buying huge 
stocks of the metal both here and 
abroad in an effort to carry out the 
mandate of congress that it increase 
its silver holdings until its bullion 
reserve consists of 75 per cent gold 
and 25 per cent silver. 

Treasury officials announced today 
that foreign purchases of silver were 
being supervised in such a way as to 
aid foreign buyers of American goods 
in making necessary payments to this 
country. It was emphasized, how- 
ever, that no definite purchasing sys-

VOLS DEFEAT 
TARHEEDS, 19-7,

CHAPEL HILL, N. C., Oct. 6— 
(UP)—In the first major game of 
their final year under Coach Bob 
Neyland, Tennessee's Volunteers out- 
‘played North Carolina before a crowd 
of 12,000 today, winning 19 to 7. 

The Vols showed the Tarheels what 
‘was in store for them a few seconds 
| after the starting whistle when 
Krouse, Tennessee quarterback, grab- 
bed the kickoff on his own 2-yard

here this afternoon and had to put up 
a manly fight to escape with a 
victory over the Fuman Hurricane in 
their second game of the season. 

The Bulldogs put over their touch- 
down late in the first half on a 
quarterback sneak by Jack Griffith 
from the 1-foot line after advancing 
the ball from Furman’s 50 in four 
swift plays and Al Minot, the half- 
back, from Collingswood, N. J., whose 
12-yard dash, off tackle had started 
the drive, kicked the extra point. 

GREAT KICKING. 

Kept at bay by the uncanny kicking 

of Roy Stevens, a sophomore, from 
Ranger, Texas, with the progress of 
their fast backs retarded by the heavy 
footing of a field made soft and treach- 
erous by the incessant rain, the 2ull- 
dogs could not extend that lead, al- 
though they tried valiantly. 
Time after time, the fleet Cy Grant 
and the equally speedy Causey wonld 
break through to find the daylight 
between them and the Furman goal 
posts but the mud foiled them. Their 
feet would scoot out from under them 
as if yanked by some one pulling a 
carpet and they would go sprawling 
in the mud in a clear field. 

Furman got its score in the form 
of a safety which came in the fourth 
period, following a beautiful punt of 
79 yards by Stevens which went out 
of bounds on Georgia’s 1-foot line. 

Cv Grant went back to kick from 
behind the line and Cleo Roper, 
senion left end, smashed through 
and blocked the kick, Grant falling 
upon the ball for the two points. 

From then on Georgia had to in- 
crease its alertness to ward off a 
Furman air offense which penetrated 
its territory late in the game. 

Stevens, the matchless kicker, and 
sob King, the end, both sophomores 
and both from Ranger, Texas, played 
superlative football for Furman. And 
several times they embarrassed the 
Bulldogs with sensational bits of play, 
such as the 79-yard kick by the former 
and block kick by the latter. 


NEAR PANIC. 


The crowd of 3,000 which braved 
the threatening elements to see the 
game was thrown into a near panic 
as the game drew to its close when a 
section of the west stand, seating 500 
spectators, collapsed, injuring three 
persons, two of whom were taken to 
hospital. 

Screaming women and cries of men 
urging them to be calm turned the 
section into a bedlam but was soon 
restored and the spectators resumed 
their watching of the game, which was 
never halted. 

The press box, in which were seat- 
ed around two dozen football report- 
ers and attaches, trembled and sway- 
ed under the impact but the lofty 
structure, perched 40 feet from the 
ground, was supported by extra braces 
and remained secure, else this story 
would be written by a pinch-hitter. 

NOT UNEXPECTED. 

Getting back to the game itself, the 
opposition that Georgia met in a Fur- 
man team which had lost only one 
gaine In two years, was not entirely 
unexpected. 

Ridden by a sudden siege of in- 
juries, which kept Buck Chapman, 
their veteran fullback star, out of the 
rame, and Captain Turbeyville, an end, 
on the bench, the Bulldogs also had 
to combat the soggy field which is 
always detrimental to a quick-trigger- 
ed offense such as Georgia's. 

And the Furman team. coached by 
Paul (Dizzy) MeLeod, had a_ very 
strong line as already known to the 
invaders. But for the loss of five 
players by a faculty ruling, including 
Dorn, a tackle of all-American men- 
tion, Furman might have held Geore 
gia scoreless here today. 

Georgia was able to stop Fure 
man’s running plays from the double- 
wing formation fairly well, particu- 
larly the reverses, but they could do 
little with the staunch Furman line 
at strategic stages when the Bull- 
dogs, despite the treachery of the 
field, managed to advance within 
scoring position. 

OUTPLAY HURRICANE. 

Georgia outplayed the Hurricane 
hadly, running up 13 first downs to 
four. But it was on the kicking ad- 
vantage as held by Stevens that 
kept the Bulldogs back on their 
haunches.

Furman Stand 
Collapses; 
Six Hurt 


GREENVILLE,: 8. C., Oct. 6.— 


| (P)\—Collapse of a stand on Manly 


field during the Furman-Georgia game 
today catapulted nearly 600 specta- 
tors to the ground and sent six of 
them to hospitals. 

J. D. Robertson, of Greenville, 
suffered a hurt leg and possible in- 
ternal injuries. The five others sent 
to hospitals were only slightly hurt. 

Thee midfield section of the stand 
which collapsed had 16 tiers of seats, 
the highest more than 20 feet above 
the ground. 

A. G. Taylor, business manager of 
Furman University, said the collapse 
was due to the sinking of timber 
supports in the rain-soaked ground 


;and not to any defect in the stand. 


Dr. Julian Moore, of Asheville, N. 
(., and Beh Stone and J. C. Harris, 
of Greenville, were dismissed from 
hospitals after their bruised

Furman’s score, coming in belated 
though nevertheless unexpected fash- 
ion, was the result of Stevens’ great 
kick of 79 yards which he sent zoom- 
ing from his 20 to Georgia’s 1-foot 
line in the fourth quarter.

As it turned out, six per- 
sons were treated for injuries of one 
kind and another. Consequently there 
likely will be a renewed drive for gov- 
ernment funds to erect a new Furman 
stand. Such a drive was started in 
the spring. hence the misunderstand- 
ing about the new stadium being dedi- 
cated today. 

Coach Mehre was reluctant to com- 
ment on his own players after the 
game was over. 

DEFLATE TEAM. 

“IT think I will concentrate on de- 
flating my team next week in case 
they haven't been sufficiently deflated 
by the game today,” Coach Mehre 
stated. 

Harry has been afraid that his men 
were crossing their bridges ahead of 
time and he recalls vividly a few 
previous experiences similar to that 
of today. 

Mehre, however, had a bit of praise 
for Alec Ashford, his lame 140-pound 
end; Gunnels, a sub tackle, and 
Johnny Jones, the third-string full- 
back who conducted himself very well 
under fire.

U.S. PLANS T0.BU 
FOREIGN SILVER 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—(UP)— 
Foreign silver purchases at the rate 
of at least 500,000,000 ounces an- 
nually are contemplated by the United 
States government in carrying out its 
monetary policy. 

This was learned today following 
disclosure of a plan of Secretary of 
Treasury Henry Morgenthau Jr., by 
which the treasury will carry out the 
the silver buying orders of the last 
congress with a minimum of disrup- 
tion on world trade and monetary de- 
velopments., 

Under the Morgenthau plan, which 
may now be altered following the pub- 
licity given his program, the United 
States government will spend a dollar 
for foreign purchases of silver for ev- 
ery dollar that is owed the United 
States by foreign nations in settle- 
ment of current foreign exchange and 
financial transactions. 

Purchase of sufficient silver to 
bring United States monetary stocks 
of the metal to a third those of gold 
was ordered by the last congress in 
the silver purchase act. The manner 
and rate of these purchases was left 
to the discretion of Secretary Mor- 
genthau. 


Present Gold Stocks. 
At the present time, gold stocks of 


608,405. Under the silver purchase 
plan silver stocks, valued at $1.29 an 
ounce, are to be increased until they 
/ amount to $2,659,000,000. This would 
call for eventual silver holdings 
| 2,061,000,000 ounces. As the United 
States now has about 
ounces of monetary silver, including 
| 150,000,000 purchased since the first 
'of August, a total of 1,214,00,000 is 
yet to be acquired.

LEASANT gunlight cascaded 

P through the horse-chestnut leaves 

over the Boulevard Exelmans, in 

Paris. It fell gently on the shoulders 

of a nice old man sitting stiffly on a 
bench. 

The nice old man’s hands were in the 
pockets of his jacket. Each horny fist 
was closed around the butt of a re- 
volver. At his belt was a knife. He was 
waiting. 

His eyes stared fixedly at the en- 
trance to a large apartment house just 
opposite. Occasionally he wet his lips 
and took a deep breath. Today was to 
be the end of a nine-year quest for 
vengeance, a nine-year vigil. 

The old man leaned forward slightly 
and squinted. Slowly he rose and fol- 
lowed a dapper figure which had just 
emerged from the apartment house. A 
child romped by the side of the young 
man, who was headed in the direction 
of the corner tobacco shop, walking 
with all the brisk verve of a fashion- 
plate boulevardier. 

But suddenly the assurance, the 
jauntiness dropped from him. Out of 
the corner of one eve’ he had spied the 
grimly following oldster. The young 
man hestitated, looked rapidly around 
for the best direction in which to es- 
cape, The child, sensing something 
ominous, broke away and ran _ back 
toward the apartment houd., 

BANG! BANG! 

The young man staggered, 
and went down. 

BANG! BANG! 

Two more shots— 
body AS he fell. 

Lips tight with a merciless satisfac- 
tion, the gnarled assailant stood over 
his victim and sent a final bullet crash- 
ing into the prostrate man’s brain. 

When a pair of gendarmes, attracted 
by the shots, hurried upon bicycles, the 
murderer offered no resistance. 

‘‘Justice has heen done!”’ he mumbled 
tirediy as he submitted to arrest. 

That melodramatic tableau, recently 
enacted on a quiet Paris residential 
street, marked the second murder to 
result from the strange deception at- 
tempted by a man on his young wife. 
Roccaccio might have invented Albert 
Van de Vorst's fatal hoax—but the 
story which preceded it is as old as 
civilization.

What if he didn’t have 
a regular job? He was handsome. He 
had charm and a way with a girl. The 
rumors that he had played around with 
many women, that he knew his way 
about in the night life of several cities 
simply added to the fascination he had 
for little Jeanne. 

Papa Lissoir bellowed his disapproval 
of the match, commanded Jeanne not 
to see Albert, with a firmness which

They set 
up nousekeeping in Antwerp. 

Albert Van de Vorst proved an even 
worse husband than Papa Lissoir had 
anticipated. He became sullen and 
abusive toward his bride. He refused 
to waste his charm on one girl. Citizens 
referred to him contemptuously as ‘“‘the 
Don Juan of the nightclubs’”’ and, ac- 
cording to his father-in-law, he soon 


had no less than 18 women under his 


spell. 

Alas, who could blame’ Oot ‘Jeanne 
for having fallen for Albert, when 18 
other girls, perhaps not so innocent, 
fell just as hard! 

She told him, finally, that she was 
about to present him with an heir. 
She begged him to stay home more 
and treat her with the consideration 
she had a right to expect. It was then 
that Albert attempted to perpetrate his 
cruel and amazing hoax. 

“Sure, I'll stick around the house 
more. “You're right, ma cherie!” 

Now Albert had a twin brother, 
whom Jeanne had never seen. From 
childhood people had said the twins 
were as alike as two peas. Hastily Al- 
bert summoned his brother to Antwerp, 
met him at the station and took him 
to their home. 

“You've got to do me a favor,” said 
Albert. “The wife needs attention 
and I can't be bothered. I want you

Exactly what happened between 
Jeanne and the twin masquerading as 
her husband wil] never be known, But 
she was not as gullible as Albert had 
hoped. After a brief moment of de- 
ception—the young man WAS a dead 
ringer for Albert—she sensed some- 
thing was wrong. And then the heart- 
less joke dawned on her. 

Shocked and disheartened, she bore 
her husband twins in August, 1923. 
Albert, who refused to go to work, con- 
tinued his philandering. At last Jeanne 
started divorce proceedings. 

Albert was genuinely surprised. 
How could any woman wish to fiers 
him? During the “attempt at recon- 
ciliation”’ which is a form of Belgian 
divorce procedure, she coldly told him 
she was through. 

“Through?” he repeated. “You 
mean you don’t love me any more? 
Why, ma cherie, this is just a silly 
mood of yours. Surely you can’t be 
serious!” 

He made a move to take her arm, 
turning on his charm full speed ahead. 
But Jeanne drew away disdainfully.

Albert was sentenced to 20 years at 
hard labor. But in 1932 his family 
and friends won a long fight for his 
release. He hurried from prison to 
Paris and plunged into his old life. 

He made no secret now of his true 
metier. He discovered that women 
still reacted to his facile compliments, 
his sleek and well-groomed air. He 
became a paid gigolo. It was, he 
found, possible to make his very dis- 
sipations work for him in this calling. 
From dark to dawn he danced and 
wined in a hundred Parisian cabarets 
and boits de nuit—-and regularly pre- 
sented a bill, not to the piper, but to 
the lady whom he had deigned to 
escort. 


One wealthy woman of the Parisian 
half-world footed Albert's bills and 
maintained him in the expensive apart- 
ment outside which Papa Lissoir ended 
his long vigil.

It comes off in one huge 
piece, a natural ®canoe, 
with a few adjustments. 
We put in sticks to prop it 
out and-we were ready, 
aftertwo days, to proceed. ° 

But while the boats 
were being made some- 
thing terrifymg almost 
happened to Alice. Late 
one afternoon she had been sitting under a tree, 
fanning herself. It was quite hot.. Suddenly 
she screamed. She had felt a terrible burning 
sensation on her bare arms. 

The moment the Taruma Indians heard that 
scream they knew what had happened. They 
rushed over and dragged her away from the tree. 
Then they pointed to it. On the leaves you could 
see tiny beads of sap dripping to the ground. 


THIS was, in other words, the famed and 

dreaded “poison tree’’ of the British Guiana 
jungles. It is caustic, and kin to that other jungle 
poison, Strychnos Toxifera, which produces the 
most virulent and dangerous poison man has 
ever known. The Indians call it “Urari” and use 
it for arrow, spear and blow-gun heads. 

What drops from the leaves of the tree is a 
vegetable acid something like sulphuric acid. 
The Tarumas told us that in the old days they 
used to tie their enemies to these trees. That 
was enough. They died of poison—or were 
burned to death from the acid. 

After the resumed water trip was underway 
we noticed that the Taruma Indians with us

ful paddling we 
came to a great 
headwaters where 
many rivers and 
streams seemed to 
converge. It was 
difficult to choose 
our course but the 
trusty Tarumas 
headed us straight 
for the Rio Branco. 

A little way up 
the river and we 
came to a group of 
thatched houses 
to find there, not 
Indians, but Brazil- 
ian Caboklas. These people are half 
breeds to those who seriously classify 
the races of man. To Alice,and me 
they meant but one thing—the first 
glimpse of civilization, even if it were 
only the outpost. 

We had waited so long for people 
who could understand us a little, who 
did not require interpreters and 
whose customs of living in some ways 
approximated our own in the jungle. 
It is a curious thing how jungle life 
temporarily upsets your conceptions 
of living. Once the city has been for- 
gotten, you think only of a decent 
place to sleep and to eat and to keep 
out enemies. Enemies, of course, are always 
about you. But here we were in what city people 
would call a wilderfess—yet to us it was more 
civilized than anything we had known in nearly 
nine months. 

This family we ecountered were rubber hun- 
ters. They had ventured far into the interior, 
farther than any others had gone before, and

Jehoram 
wrought evil in the sight of the Lord, but he put away the images of Baal. Mesha, king of Moab, rebelled; the king of Judah and the king of 
Edon joined with Jehoram aaginst the Moabites, and in the wilderness of Edom, distressed for want of water, chtained it through the pow- 
ers of Elisha. The Moabites were overcome by the allied forces and departed to their own land. “Now there cried a certain woman of the 
wives of the sons of the prophets unto Elisha, saying, Thy servant my husband is dead: and thou knowest that thy servant did fear the 
Lord: and the creditor is come to take unto him my two sons to be bondmen.
